Mr. Sisson's Farewell 


On Sept. 29, the students of Bradley 
Institute had the pleasure of listening to 
a very interesting address by Mr. Sisson, 
formerly director of the school. The sub- 
ject of his discourse was: "Deing an 
American." 

In the course of his remarks he spoke 
about the reasons we Americans have for 
being proud of our country. He said that 
the opportunities for young men in educa- 
tional and commercial lines are unrival- 
led. No castes or class distinctions, such 
as exist in foreign countries, find a place 
here. Here, every man, if he has push and 
pluck, can work himself up into the fore- 
most rank of his profession, while there 
only those who can trace their lineage to 
some family of high blood can reasonably 
hope to come to the front. Of the four 
great wars our country has waged, three 
at least have been in the support of some 
cause which the people at large knew to 
be right. No other nation of the world 
can show such a record, and Americans 
may well be proud of it. 

While pride in such matters as these is 
commendable, there is a foolish pride 
which causes neglect of faults which 
we should not ignore. Do not say: "My 
country, right or wrong," but dare to say : 
“T do not love my country when she is 
and then labor to set her right.

The laws of our country are good, but 
they are openly violated before the very 
eyes of the officials. In proof of this as- 
sertion he mentioned the open violation 
of the compulsory school law, and the 
breaking of city ordinances which re- 
sulted in such terrible accidents as the 
Iroquois theatre fire, and the General Slo- 
cum disaster. 

He closed with an appeal to the stu- 
dents, as the body from which the leaders 
of the nation must come, to drop that 
foolish pride which blinds them to defects 
in their nation, and press onward to make 
it the nation nearest perfect in the world. 

There was an element of sadness in this 
address, for it was Mr. Sisson's farewell 
to Bradley Institute. After laboring as 
director with ceaseless energy for six 
years, he was granted leave of absence 
for one year. This was spent in study in 
Berlin. Later he handed in his resigna- 
tion to the trustees in order that he might 
continue his study of philosophy and eth- 
ics at Harvard. 

By the resignation of Mr. Sisson, the 
school loses an able, conscientious worker, 
and every student here, a true friend. He 
is in search of a broader field, and THe 
Tecn wishes him success in whatever 
place he may choose to work.

The Summer School

There were 
a few regular Bradley students in the 
school, several boys from the public 
schools, and some ladies living near the 
Institute who came to take advantage of 
the rare opportunity offered by Mrs. 
Winchip in her dressmaking course. 

The summer school had its choice of 
rooms in Bradley Hall, and very natur- 
ally selected the cooler ones. It did not 
use the fourth floor. The physics lecture 
room was used for the 8 o’clock lectures 
on history and organization of manual 
training; room I5 was used for mechani- 
cal drawing; room 16 for the weaving, 
basketry, cardboard work, bent iron work, 
knife work, etc., for elementary schools; 
room 26 was turned into a manual train- 
ing and art library; and the domestic 
science lecture room made a very comfort- 
able room for freehand drawing. The 
sewing rooms and the shops were all oc- 
cupied in the usual manner. 

Notwithstanding all the earnest work, 
the social life was not forgotten. A re- 
ception, an excursion up the river, trips 
to, various points of interest about the 
city, numerous moonlight parties, and an 
evening of songs and stories in front of 
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Bradley Hall kept the spirit up to the 
Bradley standard. 

One result of the summer school is sure 
to be a more wide-spread knowledge of 
the opportunities offered at Bradley. Two 
summer school students have remained 
with us for work throughout the year and 
others are planning to come next year.

The Weather Station 


The United States maintains about 180 
stations similar to the one now being 
built and equipped on our Campus. These 
are subdivided into eight districts with 
headquarters at Washington and with 
centers at Chicago, Boston, Cleveland, 
Galveston, San Francisco, Portland, Ore- 
gon, and Denver. The Peoria station is 
in the Chicago district which includes Illi- 
nois, lowa, Wisconsin, Missouri, Michi- 
gan, and a number of other western 
states. 

The chief business of the weather bur- 
eau is to forecast the weather and to dis- 
tribute these forecasts to as many people 
as possible. This can be done only by hay- 
ing a large number of similar observa- 
tions from many stations collected by 
telegraph at some central point. 

The observations which include the di- 
rection and velocity of the wind, the at- 
mospheric pressure, rain fall, dewpoint, 
humidity, vapor pressure, sunshine rec- 
ord; etc., require the following instru- 
ments: 

I. A Wind Vane.—This is similar in 
operation to any ordinary wind vane. It 
is so constructed and mounted to be sen- 
sitive to the slightest change in direction 
of the wind. 

2. An Anemometer.— The type of 
anemometer used for finding the velocity 
of the wind consist of four thin brass or 
aluminium hemispherical cups mounted 
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on small square steel arms free to rotate 
about a vertical axis. 

3. ^ Sunshine Recorder.— This con- 
sists practically of two air thermometer 
bulbs connected by a thread of mercury. 
The lower one is covered with lamp black 
which absorbs the sun's rays causing the 
air in this bulb to expand more than that 
in the upper which has no coating and the 
column of mercury is forced upward 
closing an electric circuit. 

4. A Tipping Bucket Rain Gauge.— 
These four instruments are ingeniously 
electrically connected to a register in the 
office which automatically records the 
slightest variation in any of the instru- 
ments.

5. An ordinary 
Gauge. 

6. Maximum and Minimum 
Registering Thermometers. 

7. A Whirling Psychrometer for as- 
certaining the dew-point, humidity and 
vapor pressure. 

8. A Mercurial Barometer. 

9. A Barograph or Aneroid Baro- 
meter. 

то. A Thermograph or Self-Register- 
ing Thermometer.

Nearly all of the above mentioned ap- 
paratus will be mounted on the roof of the 
station which is especially constructed for 
this purpose. There will also be dupli- 
cates of many of these instruments for 
use by the students in work on meteorol- 
ogy. 

The observations are made daily at 7 
A. M. and 7 P. M. Peoria time. 

These are telegraphed to the other 
weather stations; and the Peoria station 
at the same time, by means of a very in- 
genious system of telegraph lines, receives 
reports from a large number of stations 
in different parts of the country. From 
these reports the forecast and weather 
map are made. The maps are completed 
about 11 A. M. and distributed each 
morning, except Sunday, through the 


mails to all firms and persons that will 
make a public display of them. А large 
number are also available for schools to 
be used in class work. 

The work of the station will be started 
by one observer, Mr. J. H. Spencer, now 
in charge of the station at the World’s 
Fair, and one assistant observer. Their 
time is taken up in making careful and 
permanent records of all local conditions 
of the weather such as wind, sunshine, 
frosts, etc. These will be extremely val- 
uable for future study and comparison, 
and are recognized by all courts as the 
ultimate authority on ail questions per- 
taining to the weather. 

The weather station will be of great 
value to the Institute outside of its im- 
mediate relation to the weather condi- 
tions. The observer in charge will be a 
member of the Institute faculty, giving 
instruction in meteorology in the courses 
in physiography and physics, and special 
lectures in these and allied subjects. The 
position of observer in the weather bureau 
is one of the most desirable scientific posi- 
tions in the government service. Ap- 
pointments are made through the civil 
service commission which holds examina- 
tion for this position in different cities of 
the country including Peoria. The pres- 
ence of a first-class station on the Brad- 
ley Campus will enable the Institute to of- 
fer options in the Science Group which 
will prepare men to pass these examina- 
tions and enter the service of this bureau.

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The Foot Ball Prospect 


The foot ball outlook this year is ex 
ceedingly promising; and what is better, 
the team's performances so far have lived 
up to the prospects. Considerable fast, 
heavy material for both line and backs 
has been coming out for practice, and 
with team work as well developed as it 
is now, we should be able to work up 
enough speed during the rest of the sea- 
son to give us a high rating. 

The veterans who are on the squad are: 
Captain Horton, whose fast, fierce work 
at tackle is prominent in the line; at the 
other tackle, Armstrong, who is doing 
heady work on both offense and defense; 
Keithley at end, where his sure tackling 
is a feature; Williams in center, whose 
accurate passing, especially for punts, 
will keep the team steady. Simms at 
guard, where he has been playing a 
strong game; and Sullivan at left half, 
where his speed and ability to find open- 
ings in the line are sure to tell in our at- 
tack. From last year’s second eleven we 
have Meeker, whose punting has out- 
ranked anything else seen on the field this 
year; Ferris has been doing well in prac- 
tice, and showed good play in the Henry 
game. Wiley; who was also out last year 
is a promising back field candidate. 

Of the new men, the three who have 
come from the Horological School play 
strong ball. Dillon. whose speed on the 
cinders won Bradley honors last spring, 
has been at right half. Palmquist played 
left half inthe Henry game, and his work 
speaks for itself. Dressen, the big guard, 
is rounding into a strong, fierce player. 
From last year’s high school team comes 
Greves, who has been doing great work 
at end. From Spalding Institute we get 
Lydle, a great plunging full back. Cush- 
ing is a new man in the line, but his work 
in the last part of the Henry game was 
very good. Lynch is another man from 


last year’s second team. He outplayed 
the Henry center all the time, and with 
more experience will make a very strong 
line man. Frye at quarter back has been 
handicapped by illness, but nevertheless, 
has shown the qualities of headwork, 
footwork, and helping the man with the 
ball. Nelson, from last year’s freshman 
team, is playing well at end. 

Much encouragement comes from the 
very strong second set of backs and ends 
that may be formed by substitutions and 
slight shifts. With the subsequent de- 
velopment of speed, this year’s team will 
be exceedingly strong. 

The coaches would like to make a plea 
for the organization of a second eleven. 
A manager has been appointed to sche- 
dule games, and all that is needed is that 
the men come out and practice. A good 
second eleven means two things: first, 
plenty of practice for the first team; and 
second, plenty of material developed for 
use during the following year. We need 
both, and so urge the men to come out in 
greater numbers.

Home Team Starts Season with a Vic ory 


On October 8, our team made its initial 
appearance this season in a game with 
Princeville High School, and came off 
victorious by a score of 5 to o. 

The men all showed a lack of scrim- 
mage practice, fumbling frequently and 
otherwise indulging in tagged play. How- 
ever, Bradley’s march straight down the 
whole length of the field for a touchdown 
in the first half is particularly worthy of 
mention. 

Meeker demonstrated his ability as a 
kicker by his fine punting, and Lydle’s 
line bucking was some of the very best 
ever seen here. Credit is due Walter Frye 
who probably saved the game by taking 
his regular position at quarter back when 
he should have been in bed with ton- 
silitis. 
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The game: 

Weaver of Princeville kicked off to 
Lydle on the five yard line. Horton made 
fifteen yards through tackle, Armstrong 
ten on a similar play, and Sullivan twenty 
yards around the end. Then Lydle, 
dragging three or four tacklers along 
with him, made twenty yards more on a 
line buck, Bradley fumbled the ball on the 
thirty-five yard and Walkington of 
Princeville fell on it. Bradley, however, 
held and recovered the ball. Then be- 
gan a series of short gains through the 
line, which ended up in the pushing of 
Lydle over for the only touchdown of the 
game. Sullivan missed goal. 

Princeville kicked off to Sullivan who 
was downed on the twenty yard. The 
ball see-sawed back and forth for a while 
and time was called with Bradley in pos- 
session on our own forty yard line. 

Second half. Greves was replaced by 
Keithley. Princeville braced up in this 
half and did some good work on the of- 
fense. An exchange of punts showed 
Meeker the superior of Peacock, who had 
difficulty in getting his punts over the 
rush line.

Particularly on the offense, the 
work of the boys showed the result of 
careful coaching on the part of Mr. 
Knott, in the clean and speedy handling 
of the ball. Every one, in fact, could see 
how the game was going, by watching the 
broad smile which decorated Mr. Knott's 


‘countenance from the beginning to the 


end. 

Sullivan in his new role as quarter back 
handled the team faultlessly and figured 
in many fine plays. The back field all 
did fine work individually and as a whole. 
Meeker, Armstrong, Greves and Capt. 
Horton deserve much credit for their al- 
most desperate playing at all points of the 
game. In fact, it is impossible to name 
any verv bright stars, for every man 
played 1 iis best and the score shows it. 

The game: 


Henry kicked off at 3:25 to Dillon, 
who was downed on the ten yard line. 
Twice Dillon made ten yards through 
tackle, followed by Lydle's gain of fifteen 
yards on the new tandem.

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yard line. Henry, principally through 
White’s fine work, took the ball to Brad- 
ley’s twenty yard line. From here they 
tried a drop kick from the field but failed. 
After a dispute of several minutes, as to 
the number of downs which the home 
team had taken, the ball was given to 
Henry in order to start the play again. 
The half ended with Henry in possession 
of the ball on Bradley’s fifteen yard line. 

Second half: Meeker kicked off to 
White on the five yard line who returned 
the ball thirty yards. . Greves threw 
Knight for ten yards loss and Bradley 
got the ball. Very shortly Lydle went 
over for the third and last touchdown 
and Armstrong kicked goal.

In this 
capacity and in the interest of the Young 
Men's Christian Association in its great- 
est scope, Mr. Colton is making a sche- 
duled trip among some of the larger As- 
sociations of the middle west. It has 
been possible for Peoria to secure him for 
Tuesday evening, at which time it is ex- 
pected about forty committeemen and As- 
sociation workers including the Board of 
Directors, will meet for supper and con- 
ference with Mr. Colton. The confer- 
ence will be in the interest of Association 
work on the foreign fields, especially 
hinging on that of Mr. Robt. E. Lewis in 
Shanghai, China, in support of whose 
work, Peoria is having no small share. 
We count it a privilege to have Mr. Col- 
ton with us, but we count it a still greater 
privilege to be brought so closely in touch 
with the world-wide Association work.

The price charged for tickets is 
a nominal one, one dollar for the entire 
course. The students should attend these 
lectures more generally this year than in 
the past.

Although a literary society does not 
seem to flourish in the Institute, we be- 
lieve that membership in a society, which 
has for its goal practice in public speak- 
ing, assists one materially in securing a 
broad education. For this reason we 
would advocate the formation of debat- 
ing or literary clubs to take the place of 
the Gnothautii. It seems that in the reg- 
ular literary society here, open to all stu- 
dents, there was a striking lack on the 
part of the members of the feeling of re- 
sponsibility in the success of the organi- 
zation. The results of such a lack of 
feeling is well known, and further ex- 
planation for the failure of the movement 
need not be made. The “Bradley De- 
bating Club” seems to have solved, parti- 
ally at least, the problem which con- 
fronted the old Gnothautii. By the lim- 
itation of the membership of the club to 
sixteen men, each one is made to feel 
that his co-operation is required to keep 
the club in a flourishing condition, each 
one has a definite part assigned him, and 
each one must carry his own part 
through. There is no piling of the bur- 
dens upon the few, by the shifting of the 
loads from the shoulders of the careless 


and lazy. The results of this plan have 
thus far been very encouraging: there is 
a general participation in the program; a 
good attendance at the meetings; and a 
feeling of personal pride among the 
members in the success of the organiza- 
tion. Nor is actual practice in speaking 
to an audience the only opportunity of 
improvement offered by a club of this 
kind. A critic can be secured from 
among the faculty, who by timely sug- 
gestions, can assist materially in the ad- 
vancement made by the speaker. 

We would advocate the formation of 
such clubs, not only among the young 
men, but also among the young women 
of the school. The club already formed 
has good material in it, but it has by no 
means exhausted the available supply. 
There are enough energetic young men 
and women in the school to form three 
or four more clubs, and nothing would 
please us more than to see these people 
get together, and arrange for several 
such organizations. The formation of 
these societies in the school will have sev- 
eral important results: it will stimulate 
the activity of those already interested 
in the work; it will awaken those whose 
powers are now lying latent; it will 
strengthen true school spirit; and it will 
fit a person better to fill his position in 
public and private life.

Lecture 


The first number on the lecture course 
for this year was a very interesting lect- 
ure on Bread Making by Mrs. Alice 
Dynes Feuling of our own faculty. Af- 
ter speaking of the different stages 
through which bread has passed from the 
unleavened kind of bible times to the fin- 
ished modern product, she called attention 
to the different kinds of yeasts and flours, 
stating the advantages and disadvantages 
of each variety.

The many, many people who insist up- 
on trailing into church a little late, miss 
the amusement, if not the good of church 
going.

It 
seemed that the orators of the evening 
would never be able to get through with 
the little speeches they had prepared on 
account of the numerous and prolonged 
outbursts of applause. The Chicago team 
may not win every game but they always 
play the game and have the entire Univer- 
sity at their backs. 


This has been an exceptionally hard 
season for Coach Stagg. “At the present 
he is traveling with the hope that he will 
fully regain his health before the spring. 

It might be interesting to note that a 
new ruling has been adopted by which 
those men who have won their *C," and 
graduate from the University, and also 
those who are wearers of the “C,” have 
played four years on the team, and leave 
the University without graduating, will 
be awarded a “C Blanket.” 

Aside from foot ball, the antics of the 
Three Quarters Club—an organization 
composed of freshmen who are pledged 
to the various fraternities—have proven 
very interesting. These men are distin- 
guished from the common freshmen by 
the yard or two of green ribbon which 
they are allowed to wear attached to their 
headgear. The unsophisticated visitor at 
the University would perhaps wonder 
what these men meant by hopping about 
on one foot, sucking their left thumbs and 
at the same time trying to sing the “Alma 
Mater.” The most humiliating task, how- 
ever, which they are obliged to perform, 
is to cheer for the sophomores. On 
Thanksgiving day, the Three Quarters 
Club men, arrayed in duck suits, played 
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an imitation foot ball game between the 
halves of the regular contest. Both sides 
played swift ball; instead of the regula- 
tion pigskin, an ordinary Swift ham was 
used. Тһе Three Quarters Club was 
somewhat more unfortunate last year. It 
snowed vigorously on Thanksgiving af- 
ternoon, and naturally the duty of shovel- 
ing the gridiron clean for the big game 
fell to the lot of these fraternity pledges. 

The freshman-sophomore rush which 
took place early in the year, resulted in a 
victory for’o8. The freshmen were more 
in number and incidentally had the best 
wrestlers so that they won two out of 
three bouts. Urged on by this victory, 
the “freshies” thought to distinguish 
themselves by hoisting an 'o8 pennant on 
the University flag staff. This demonstra- 
tion, however, was so utterly ignored by 
the upper class men and sopohomores, 
that the freshmen were really ashamed of 
themselves for having uselessly expended 
so much energy. 

Occasionally, usually after the three 
weeks' examinations, there is an outburst 
of enthusiasm in the dormitories. Some 
of the men on the third floor of our dor- 
mitory sometimes divert themselves from 
the great strain of the preceding day by 
playing water polo in the halls or by 
"stacking" the room of some absent mem- 
ber of their circle. 

The term "stacking" may be new to 
you, but if you could have seen how dex- 
terously and neatly all the furnishings 
had been heaped up in the middle of these 
rooms, the meaning of the expression 
would be self-evident. At present there 
are a set of rules in force at Snell, which 
apply strictly to the freshmen. Among 
other things, for instance, a freshman is 
not allowed to monopolize the pool table 
later than midnight, nor to use an um- 
brella while he is taking a shower bath. 
These two privileges are restricted to the 
seniors and Head of the Hall. 

So far I have told you only of the friv- 
olous part of the University life. Please 


do not get the impression that this is the 
entire course of study pursued by the un- 
dergraduate. Occasionally you may find 
some one who really works, Mildred Fa- 
ville, for example, is a good illustration 
of such a phenomenon. 

The Bradley Club is still in full sway, 
all the eighteen members taking an active 
part in it. I cannot see how the Univer- 
sity could get along without it. Mr. Mof- 
fatt’s modesty, Mr. Benson's dignity and 
Victor West's busy attitude, are daily 
commented upon. All the ex-Bradleyites 
behave pretty well, with the exception of 
Si Mayer, who, I understand, is studying 
oratory and occasionally makes trips to 
Green Hall. Dr. Burgess paid us a visit 
at the time of the conference of the affil- 
iated schools. Of course we were all ex- 
ceedingly anxious to talk to him. Vic 
West and I had little diffculty locating 
him in Cobb Chapel, surrounded, as us- 
ual, by a bevy of girls. 

I really would write you more gossip, 
but I am due at a meeting of the Bradley 
Club at eight o'clock this evening, and it 
is now five minutes to the hour.

A Coasting Accident 


Several Bradley people had a narrow 
escape from death on Hamilton street 
hill one evening last week.

The Lecture Course 


Mr. Packard's lecture on "Bacteria in 
Daily Life" proved both enjoyable and 
instructive to the few people brave enough 
to come out in the storm to hear it. The 
lecture was illustrated by stereoptican 
slide showing bacteria highly magnified. 
We wish that the lecture might be re- 
peated some time when the weather is 
more favorable. 


The series of lectures on American his- 
tory given by Professor Edwin Earl 
Sparks, of the University of Chicago, is 
certainly a splendid one. The material 
presented is of interest not only to the 
student of history, but also to any who 
have a desire for general education and 
culture. 

The first lecture of the series, entitled: 
“Thomas Jefferson, the .expounder of 
Democracy,” was given January 6, 1905. 
At the beginning the speaker showed that 
the division of the people into political 
parties was along the line of different in- 
terpretations of the written constitution, 
rather than along financial or social lines. 


Jefferson’s cardinal principles were given 
as being: Retrenchment of expenses, re- 
form of government, low taxes, and no 
coercion of the people. He then described 
the- problems confronting the administra- 
tion, and the conscientious manner in 
which Jefferson, and his two most able 
cabinet members, Jas. Madison and Al- 
bert Galatin, met and overcame them, one 
after the other. | Jefferson’s navy was 
treated in a manner both interesting and 
amusing. : 

In his description of the Louisiana 
Purchase he showed the necessity of the 
measure and the great advantages which 
have arisen from it. During the whole 
lecture, clippings and extracts from cur- 
rent newspapers gave such vividness and 
realness to the subject that the listener 
was almost carried back to the days of 
buckled shoes, short trousers, and pow- 
dered wigs. 

After the lecture proper Professor 
Sparks gave a short talk upon the home, 
the home life, and personal characteristics 
of the great man of whom he was speak- 
ing, and a. clear description of the man- 
ner the expounder of democracy lived up 
to his highest ideals. 


The second lecture of the series on: 
“Henry Clay, the Father of Public Im- 
provement,” was given in the Auditorium 
Jan. 20. Professor Sparks showed by a 
chart, the line occupied by the frontier at 
various stages of the growth of the coun- 
try. The frontier has been an important 
factor in the development of the Ameri- 
can people, its hardships has bred the 
strong men of the nation, the men of 
character ; it has always reinvigorated the 
churches and missionary movements; it 
has constantly renewed the idea of de- 
mocracy, for “worth, not birth,” is the 
secret of a man’s standing on the frontier ; 
it has been a constant factor in enlarging 
the horizon of the national givernment. 
Clay, as the champion of the internal im- 
provement system, has performed a serv- 
ice for which the American people will 
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ever be indebted to him. Not only did 
he secure appropriations for river im- 
provements, but also for canals and roads. 
The most important of these was the 
Cumberland National Turnpike, extend- 
ing from Cumberland on the head 
waters of the Potomac, through 
West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, and 
on into Illinois. This road was of 
importance for it assisted in the migra- 
tion of people westward, and also in the 
transportation of the excess of supplies 
and provisions from the west back to the 
east. Clay, recognized throughout the 
west as the màn of the people, had almost 
a triumphal journey whenever he passed 
along this thoroughfare. People flocked 
from far and near to greet the man who 
had furnished the means of communica- 
tion with the older settlements of the 
east. Great as were the material ad- 
vantages which resulted from the bills for 
river and road improvements actually in- 
troduced into congress by Clay, they were 
but insignificant compared with the pre- 
cedents which he established out of which 
have grown our great ship canals, water- 
ways and irrigation districts. 

After completing his lecture Prof. 
Sparks gave a short talk upon the migra- 
tion of the American people from the 
east, westward.

He has been president of the fac- 
ulty, an active member of the Board of 
Trustees, during the whole of the life of 
this institution, and none of the other 
schools affiliated with the University have 
been as near to him as has this. To make 
it worse, his illness is of such a character 
that a permanent cure can not be hoped 
for. For if the verdict of the doctors is 
true, it is only a question of a few months 
or, at most, of a few years until the end 
comes. All we can do is to hope and pray 
that his last hours may be free from phy- 
sical pain; for we know that the memory 
or a life well spent in the cause of educa- 
tion, and the uplifting of his fellow-men 
through those channels will go far toward 
composing his mind to meet the great un- 
known before him. The director re- 
ceived a letter from him on the twenty- 
third, just before he underwent the opera- 
tion, in which he expressed his greatest 
interest in the welfare of the school.

Since the opening of school in Sep- 
tember, Bradley has lost two of her most 
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popular teachers. Mr. Bishop, who left 
in December for Chicago, where he is 
doing experimental work for the govern- 
ment; and Dr. Van Hook, who took a 
position at Washington University, at St. 
Louis. They were two of our most pop- 
ular teachers, and everyone was sorry to 
see them go.

Among the great questions which pre- 
sent themselves to the faculty of every 
school the following is one of the most 
important : 

“How shall we preserve order." Now 
there are two systems: By one system the 
student must go to a certain room, when- 
ever he is not in recitation, where he is 
under the eye of a teacher; by the other, 
he is allowed to do as he pleases with his 
vacant periods. At Bradley we have been 
under the latter system, and we can say 
truthfully that most of the students have 
shown themselves perfectly able to adjust 
their time for work and play in such a 
manner as to secure very good results. 
The chapel has always been open as a 
study room for students during their free 
hours, and has for the most part been 
properly used. Of late, however, this priv- 
ilege has been taken advantage of, and in- 
stead of being a place for quiet study it 
has become a center of gossip and boister- 
ous actions and words. The disturbers do 
not seem to know that classes are in ses- 
sion in rooms adjoining the chapel—re- 
cently a teacher was compelled to leave 
her room twice during a single recitation 
to quell what seemed to be a riot, in order 
that she might proceed with the lesson. 

They forget, too, that there are other 
students, who, since they wish to give 
their time to their studies, do not care for 
a free entertainment of any kind. These 
people do not intentionally disturb any- 
one, but being full of life and happiness, 
simply forget that there are others who 
do not happen to be favored as much by 
fortune as are they. There are always 
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some who do not learn as readily as oth- 
ers, and so feel the necessity of devoting 
more time to study, and others whose time 
before and after school is taken up with 
work which helps them meet current ex- 
penses, and thus are compelled to work 
steadily every free hour upon their les- 
sons. There is another point to which it 
might be well to call attention. We have 
been at Bradley for nearly six years and 
have noticed all the way through that the 
persons who have the habit of spending 
vacant hours in having a good time in the 
chapel very often have another bad habit, 
that of making poor recitations, and of 
having their names decorated with the 
"red check of ineligibility," when the list 
is posted for the election of athletic-board 
representative and tribune. This rule we 
are glad to say does not always hold, but 
it does in a great many cases. It has 
been found necessary lately for one of the 
teachers to call some to order. This 
should not be necessary, for, when a per- 


son is old enough to attend Bradley he 
should have acquired enough self-control 
to govern himself, and enough apprecia- 
tion not to take advantage of a lenient 
government, 


Ree 
The Lecture Course. 


The lecture course this winter has 
proved to be one of more than ordinary 
interest. It seems that each lecture is 
better than the one which preceded, and it 
is to be deplored that more students do 
not take advantage of this splendid edu- 
cational opportunity. The Auditorium 
should be crowded with students, alone, 
as it is there is a fair attendance but by 
far the greater number are people from 
outside of school. 

In his lecture on Andrew Jackson Feb- 
ruary 3, Prof. Sparks sustained his repu- 
tation for amusing and at the same time 
instructing his audience. The romantic 
figure about whom the lecture centered 
added to the interest as did also the var- 
iety of opinions which people hold in re- 
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gard to Andrew Jackson. In speaking of 
Jackson’s election, Prof. Sparks showed 
how purely personal the issues of the cam- 
paign were, and contrasted the campaign 
measures of that time and those ofourown 
day. He discussed the “Spoil System” 
and the motives for originating it. As 
proof of Jackson’s popularity, Prof. 
Sparks said: "I doubt if Washington 
could have had a third term as president ; 
Jackson surely could have." 

The lecture on Daniel Webster, the De- 
fender of the Constitution, was given by 
Prof. Sparks February 15th. In the early 
part of the lecture he showed that there 
had been a change of feeling toward the 
profession of law, and the members of the 
bar during the hundred years this country 
has been in existence. This he proved to 
be due to the gratitude of the people to 
their lawyer-statesmen. He said that to 
Webster belonged the credit of being the 
first to advance the theory of the inde- 
structibility of the Union, a sentiment 
which he voiced in the famous Webster- 
Hayne debate. After speaking about the 
statesmanship of the great man he ex- 
plained his personal characteristics, and 
spoke about the gloom which shrouded 
the last few years of his life. This gloom 
was caused by the almost heroic position 
taken by the great senator upon the ques- 
tion of the "fugitive slave law." The 
speaker ended with a quotation from 
Whittier’s “The Lost Occasion,” which 
showed that the memory of Webster’s 
great deeds would always stand in their 
proper place in the minds of his grateful 


country-men.

New Storage Battery Equipment. 


The electrical construction class has re- 
cently installed a twelve-cell storage bat- 
tery equipment for the Physics Depart- 


ment. The cells, which were donated by 
Dr. Dombroski, are of the “Chloride Ac- 
cumulator” type consisting of three posi- 
tive and four negative plates mounted in 
a heavy glass jar six and one-half inches 
wide, eight inches long, and nine and one- 
half inches high, and surrounded by a 
sulphuric acid electrolyte with a specific 
gravity of 1.2. Each cell rests on a wood- 
en plate supported by porcelain insulators. 
The entire battery is placed on a shelf and 
all parts in the proximity are covered with 
two coats of shellac. Each cell has a rated 
capacity of ten ampere hours and supplies 
approximately two volts during discharge 
the total current amounts to about seven- 
ty-five amperes. 

From the cells the current is conducted

to a marble switchboard panel supported 
on four brass bracketed bolts. The twen- 
ty battery wires enter immediately behind 
the testing switch; which is also part of 
the Dombroski outfit, while the charging 
and discharging conductors enter separ- 
ately through approved porcelain and 
loom construction. 

Referring to the wiring diagram it will 
be seen that all the cells are not connected 
in series but that breaks occur between 
cells two and three, three and four, four 
and five, six and seven, eight and nine, 
nine and ten, ten and eleven. Now the 
closing of the double throw switches A, 
B, C, D, E, F, G, inward, closes all these 
gaps and the twelve cells may be charged 
or discharged in series through the large 
double throw switch X. Throwing switch 
D to outward position, places two 
sets of six cells each in parallel, and pla- 
cing switches B and F to same position 
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parellel. Thus by various arrangements 
it is possible to get voltages ranging by 
multiples of two from two to twenty-four 
or twenty-five volts and the correspond- 
ing amperage. 

One of the most important features of 
the board is the testing switch by which 
the voltage of any cell in the battery can 
be read at will without disturbing other 
connections which may be in use. Thus 
any cell which may be below the required 
capacity may be taken out and over- 
changed separately. 

Altogether the equipment is a valuable 
aquisition to the Physics laboratory and 
an instructive problem to the class.

Monday afternoon, February twenty- 
seventh, Instructor Ashman gave a very 
interesting and instructive talk to the Еп- 
gineering club on “The Formation, Use, 
and Products of Coal.” The speaker 
treated of the theory of the formation of 
the present coal beds, showing slides 
which revealed the tracery of plants and 
trees buried thousands of years ago. 
Some coal beds are three hundred feet in 
depth while if all of the present forests on 
the earth were buried they would yield 
about three inches of coal. At the time 
the present coal beds were formed, it is 
supposed that the earth was much warm- 
er, and the atmosphere much more moist 
than at present. Also it is believed that 
the air contained a much larger percent- 
age of carbon dioxide. The first step in 
the formation of coal is peat, which is 
found largely in the bogs of Ireland. Peat 
may be considered the first remove from 
carboniferous vegetation. It contains 
55% of carbon. Cannel coal contains 
84% carbon, bituminous coal, 88% ; an- 
thracite, 93%, and graphite, 95%. The 
formation of grahpite and oil require also 
intense heat and enormous pressure. The 
uses of coal are too well known to 
demand much attention but the many 
products of coal are not only important 
but very surprising. One would not as- 
sociate the vari-colored annaline dyes, and 
the many useful products such as am- 
monia, benzol, naphalene, etc., with the 
black coal tar, but the latter is parent of 
them all. The relation of these various 
products to the original substances, coal, 
is clearly shown by a chart which Mr. 
Ashman will show to anyone who is in- 
terested. 


On March 13th, the Engineering club 
heard a very interesting talk on “The 
Progress of Invention” by Mr. Grant- 


Hood. Mr. Hood started at the begin- 
ning and traced the course of invention up 
to the present day. He dwelt especially 
upon those which improved the methods 
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of agriculture, printing, and mining. The 
talk was illustrated with a large number 
of excellent lantern slides. 


On Monday, March 27, Mr. Seeley of 
the United States Weather Bureau, 
gave a very interesting talk before the 
Engineering club on the subject of the 
"Weather Forecast" He explained іп 
detail the telegraphic code employed. and 
the method by which the report of the 
forecast reaches the different stations in 
the country. He also explained the method 
of forecasting by means of the readings 
from the barometer and thermometer. 
The talk will be given again in an Assem- 
bly in the near future.

Friday evening. March 3, Professor 
Sparks delivered the fifth lecture of the 
present series, on “Horace Greeley, the 
Reform Editor." The speaker first treated 
of reform movements in general, the apti- 
tude and eagerness of the American peo- 
ple for reform, American reforms in com- 
parison to European, and the unpopular 
position of the reform leader. Taking up 
Horace Greeley, he told how the nine- 
year-old boy, outlandishly dressed, came 
to the garden where the only editor in the 
little Vermont village was working, and 
peeping through the fence called out: “Be 
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you the printer man." This child wanted 
to be an editor from the time he was old 
enough to read, but the printer told him 
to go home, eat lots of meat and bread. 
and come back in three years with his 
father. Three years later Greeley was ap- 
prenticed to the printer for six years at 
the magnificient sum of ninety dollars. 
When his apprenticeship was over, he 
walked to New York, and there edited 
campaign papers and wrote reform liter- 
ature. 

However, Greeley was no business 
manager, and always failed financially. 
When he got some one to back him, and 
manage, he founded the “New York Tri- 
bune,” a paper which had a greater cir- 
culation than any other at that time, it 
having reached 100,000 subscribers before 
the war. There were many people even 
in Wisconsin and Alabama who depended 
on Greeley’s famous editorials for their 
views on all subjects. Greeley would take 
up any reform which came along for fear 
that in rejecting one, he would reject the 
movement which might bring untold ben- 
efit to mankind. His faith in men was 
great and unshakable, for he believed that 
it was natural for men to do the right 
thing. Greeley was too much of a re- 
former to be a politician. He was too 
honest and had the good of the people too 
much at heart. The whigs finally put him 
in Congress for three months. In that 
time he made more enemies than any man 
in the United States. The first day he 
arrived at Washington, the Tribune 
came out with a table showing how far 
each Congressman lived from Washing- 
ton, how much he should be given for 
railroad fare, how much he received on 
the false mileage he reported, and how 
much he was stealing from the people. 
This is only typical of the many reforms 
which Greeley fathered. Greeley believed 
in getting in contact with the common 
people and talking to them. He, there- 
fore, made an extended trip through the 
West, speaking on slavery, politics, and 
reforms everywhere. Political parties 
were so ungrateful to him that he decided 
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to run as an independent candidate for 
president. He carried only four:states and 
when he received the news at the death- 
bed of his wife was nearly prostrated. 
What is more he had sold his controlling 
interest in the Tribune to pay campaign 
expenses, and when he sent editorials, 
they were thrown into the waste basket. 
So broken up was the great worker that 
he followed his wife two weeks later. 
Truly it may be said, he died of a broken 
heart. 


The sixth and last lecture of the series 
by Professor Sparks was given March 17, 
1905, on "Abraham Lincoln, the first 
American.” The speaker first asked 
whether or not the great president was an 
agent created for a given purpose, by a 
miracle, or whether he was the result of 
the fulfilling of natural laws. The con- 
ditions in 1860 made three demands. 
there must be a new leader; that leader 
must be a western man; he must also be 
an original man. Lincoln filled all these 
requirements. How? He was the result 
of the law of environment, and the law 
of heredity. By the law of heredity he 
was plain, simple, earnest, upright; by the 
law of environment, he was cautious, ob- 
servant, self-reliant, simple in language. 
These latter traits were especially useful 
to him; he never took a step which he 
had later to regret; he was perfectly ac- 
quainted with every department of the 
service; he could always rely upon him- 
self ; he could always be understood by his 
hearers, and thus enjoyed their perfect 
confidence. The difficulties Lincoln had 
to meet would have overwhelmed any 
other man. His chief task, that of pre- 
serving the Union was a far more difficult 
one than the one Washington had, that of 
preserving the nation’s neutrality; ‘for 
Lincoln had to deal with a domestic prob- 
lem, while Washington dealt with a for- 
eign one. Besides this he was a "minority 
president ;’ he was an accidental nominee, 
he was misunderstood by his own party; 
his party was divided against him. He 
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was misunderstood by his political op- 
ponents for he was thought to be an aboli- 
tionist, while he was not, he was a repub- 
lican. Then followed a splendid descrip- 
tion of Lincoln's uncompromising con- 
duct toward the south, and the carefu! 
manner in which he used the deadly “war 
powers"—so fatal in the hands of an un- 
scrupulous officer—by which he preserved 
the Union, and at the same time preserved 
for the northern people their law-abiding 
instincts. Lincoln's reconstruction policy 
was discussed, and the difference between 
it and the policy of Seward was clearly 
shown. The speaker asserted, with good 
reason, that Lincoln would have broken 
with his party, rather than have employed 
the policy which was used by his succes- 
sor. The lecture was closed with the 
poem by Walt Whitman "My Captain," 
which gave a very appropriate ending for 
an address on so great a man. 


The popularity of Professor Sparks 
with his audience here was demonstrated 
before the lecture. When Director Bur- 
gess asked whether the audience desired 
the next series to be lectures by some 
other person on some other subject, or 
another series by Professor Sparks, the 
vote was almost unanimous in favor of 
the present lecturer. The series this win- 
ter has been very successful, and Profes- 
sor Sparks certainly has the faculty of 
dealing with a his*origal subject in a man- 
ner which is absolutely charming. He al- 
ways approaches the subject in a manner 
different from the conventional one, and 
thus makes it doubly interesting.

Football As It Should Be. 


George Ade has come to the assistance 
of the rules committee on football with 
some suggestions that conform, in part, to 
the ideas of President Eliott. The lady- 
like code is as follows : 

Selection of players—The players shall 
be selected by the faculty and the student 
who has received the highest grade in 
Greek anthology shall be captain. No

Y. M. C. 


The fourth annual conference of Stu- 
dent Y. M. C. A. presidents was held at 
Northwestern College, Naperville, Ill., 
March 17, 18, and 10. 

This conference is perhaps the most 
important one of the year to the student 
work, not excepting even the summer con- 
ference at Lake Geneva, Wis. There were 
in attendance this year twenty-nine dele- 
gates from twenty-one institutions. Mr. 


Pye and Mr. Griffin were the representa- 
tives from Bradley. 
During the three days nine conferences 


were conducted and thirteen addresses 
given. Among the speakers were: Har- 
lan P. Beach, who spent six years as a 
missionary in China; Walter M. Wood, 
educational director central department 
Ү. М. С. А., Chicago; Dr. Soares, pas- 
tor Baptist Church at Oak Park; L. A. 
Bowman, and many others who are lead- 
ers in Y. M. C. A. work. Some idea of 
the conference may be gained by noticing 
the subjects of a few of the addresses: 
“The Ideal of the College Association,” 
“The Winning of Men,” “The Strength 
of Manhood,” “The Evolution and Gen- 
ius of the Young Men’s Christian Asso- 
ciation,” “Discipleship,” ‘Our Responsi- 
bility to the Foreign Mission Field,” 
“The Growth of Spiritual Power,” etc. 
The impression made by the leaders in 
these addresses will be felt throughout 
the State particularly those made by Har- 
lan P. Beach, who gave six addresses dur- 
ing the day and a half of his stay, and will 
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mean an advancement along all lines of 
work during the coming year. 

A very pleasant feature wdas the re- 
ception given to the leaders and delegates 
of the Conference by the Young Men's 
and Young Women's Christian Associa- 
tions of Northwestern College. A part 
of Saturday afternoon was devoted to 
recreation and athletics. 

In the final session of the conference a 
policy for the coming year was adopted 
which can mean but one thing, a year of 
unparalleled growth. Every delegate 
went away, not only with his mind and 
note book full of practical suggestions, 
but with a feeling of greater power in 
his own life.

Located a number of 
places of employment. ' 
7th. Given a reception to new men 
during the first week of school.

BIBLE STUDY. 


The Bible study class comprises the 
main activity of the student work. This 
year has seen an enlarged work accomp- 
lished. 

Ist Among the MHorological men 
where a class has for the first time been 
successfully organized and maintained. 


2d. Among the Bradley Hall men in 
the organization and conduct of a Nor- 
mal class under the leadership of the Dean 
of the Lower Academy. 

3d. In the conduct of a class in the 
life of Christ and harmony of the gos- 
pels among higher academy and college 
non-resident men under student leader- 
ship. 


The representative character of the 
Bible study work this year exceeds that 
of any previous year, and is very largely 
due to the efficient service of the Bible 
Study Committee. 

In conjunction with the Young Wom- 
en's Christian Association the Students' 
Prayer meeting on the day of prayer for 
colleges this year proved a very real and

In a slow uninteresting game, in which 
both teams did some extremely poor play- 
ing, the Monmouth College team evened 
up the defeat of the week before, winning 
by a score of 9 to 4. Errors of judge- 
ment were many, and were responsible for 
the size of the score. The fielding was 
loose, fourteen errors telling the story of 
this department without anything more 
said. 

With other things equal, the home team 
had the best of the pitching. Hamilton, 
the youngster on the slab for Monmouth, 
was cool and deliberate in spite of the fact 
that he was very poorly supported. Engle 
on the other hand, was not in good condi- 
tion for a hard game and was batted free- 
ly. Hammer was substituted in the mid: 
dle of the sixth and immediately put a 
stop to all the hitting. However, had the 
Maroons put up a good game in the field, 
the score would have been very different, 
and all the blame cannot be attached to the 
pitchers. 

The second round was productive of 
runs for both teams. After two were out, 
Lydle took one of Hamilton’s benders in 
the ribs, went to third when Glenn drop- 
ped Fluegel’s long fly and scored on a 
passed ball. Fluegel scored a moment 
later on piece of poor judgment on the 
part of Rodman, who could have thrown 
Citron out at first. In the fifth Keithley 
singled, took second on Jone’s poor throw, 
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and slid safe into third after being caught 
in a hot box. He scored on McMillan’s 
error. Another count came in the final 
round on a single, a stolen base and two 
errors. 

In the second Rhoades took first on 
Engels error, and Nixon was passed. 
Rodman singled to center and Sullivan 
threw the ball into the crowd, making it 
a block ball. Amid general confusion the 
ball did not get back to the pitcher's box 
in time and all three men scored. This 
took all the ginger out of the men and 
settled the result. Timely hitting in the 
fourth, fifth, and sixth, gave Monmouth 
6 more before Engle was retired.

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How to Train a Mother 


There is only one difference between 
the training of a mother and the training 
of a child. This is the difference: no 
child can ever, under any circumstances, 
be trained—and remain a child, while a 
particular kind of a mother under very 
particular circumstances can, eventually, 
be trained—and still remain a mother. 
Therefore I shall endeavor to explain 
(lest anyone be entertaining such a bless- 
ing unawares) how to tell a “trainable 
mother," when you see her and how to 
arrange a very few of the circumstances. 
[ say a very few because even a “particu- 
lar mother" can very seldom be trained by 
any hit, "spur of the moment," circum- 
stances. а 

Jut, first, I must describe the mother. 
She must be the kind who never lets her 
baby cry. (I may as well tell you right 
here that a “mother’s meeting mother,” 
is hopeless). She must be the kind who, 
fearing that you will starve, will walk all 
over the surrounding country for cream 
that will whip when the milkman’s 
cream is thin and blue and stubborn. As 
you grow older she must be so proud of 
you that she wishes you to show off be- 
fore people or you will never gain the 
conceit and confidence necessary for train- 
ing her in after years. Above all, she 
must worry over you, worry year in and 
year out, worry for fear you are too hot 
or too cold, too tired or too energetic for 
your strength, worry so that she will get 
up in the middle of the night and creep 


in to see if you are still breathing. In 
fact, she must be a “ready made trained 
mother," up to the time you begin to wear 
high heels, or you can never train her 
af'erward, when it really matters. 

You probably all know, that at this 
time of your commencing to grow up, 
your mother begins to realize things. She 
sees that you have lived in a very health- 
ful state all these years and she sees that 
you are still living. Or perhaps she has 
come in contact with a "mother's meeting 
mother," that bane of all mother trainers. 
At any rate, by this time one of two 
things has happened: either you have a 
little sister and your nose is out of joint, 
or your mother, “awakens from her fol- 
lies and begins to be reasonable." 

And then—is the time for you to com- 
mence your work or all the wonderful 
advantages of your former years are lost. 

The best way to begin proceedings is to 
do her a great favor. For instance: if 
all your friends are going to the matinee 
and your mother is expecting a very dear 
caller, go to the mother and, without the 
slightest hint of martyrdom, offer to take 
that same small sister (who has dis- 
jointed your nose) off her hands for the 
afternoon. |. If you do this without giving 
her even a suspicion that you might have 
done otherwise, you can easily work 
yourself into a perfect spasm of self re- 
spect, before the afternoon is over. But 
remember to be angelic to the small sister. 
By the time you reach home, if all the 
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plans have gone well, your mother will 
be in a pleasant humor, your small sister 
will sing your praises, and the mere hint 
that you might have been at the matinee 
will fall on rich soil. Remind her of this 
act whenever you wish anything. Do so, 
at first, gently, then more forcefully, and, 
finally, violently. Used in this way such 
an action ought to last at least four weeks. 

Then, there is the sulky way. When 
you are refused something fly in a great 
rage slightly mixed with rudeness. You 
will, immediately, find that you are ad- 
vised to go away by yourself and think. 
Thereupon, go you to your own room, 
and stay there hours and hours without 
food or action. Finally your mother will 
come to you. If she asks you if you are 
ready to beg her pardon, you had better 
remain sulky a little longer. But if she 
is very pathetic and tells you all about 
her aspirations for you, melt immediate- 
ly. In the reconciliation that follows you 
are sure to have double your own way. 
There is one danger in this method, how- 
ever. You are very likely to become 
affected by a little real contrition and 
nothing is so disastrous in the training of 
a mother as your being really sorry. 

In order to test your progress in the 
training try the following: When you 
hear that your father’s cousin with her 
two terrible infants are coming to make a 
visit, go into the kitchen and say to the 
maid (who has never treated you with the 
respect due the eldest daughter): "My 
cousin and her children are coming next 
Thursday for a nice long visit. Апа, 
Mary, some of my stockings didn't come 
out of the wash, but I suppose they must 
be really lost, for they are too small for 
you to wear. And, did you know that 
sister found a worm in her salad last 
night? You couldn't have ‘washed the 
lettuce very much P 

Then the maid will go. "She can 
stand orders from her mistress, but when 
it comes to young up-starts with their or- 
ders and desires М 
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On the night of the visitor's arrival 
have an unexpected engagement and leave 
both your own and your mother's room 
in chaos. If during and after this experi- 
ment she remains perfectly gentle and 
placid, you are progressing very well. 

I have heard some poor deluded mortals 
say that the best and safest way is to be 
good all the time and then your mother 
won't need any training. But never be 
led aside by any such "get rich quick" 
argument. 

In short, the only true way to train 
with any success is to insist upon having 
your own way under any and all circum- 
stances, provided that you don't stand in 
the light of future favors.

Little need be said regarding the pro- 
duction itself. The name “Frenzied Fi- 
nance” vividly portrays the production it- 
self.

Bradley Again Victorious. 


Illinois Wesleyan the Victim. 


On Saturday, May 6, before a large 
crowd, Bradley's team took Illinois Wes- 
leyan of Bloomington, into camp to the 
tune of 16 to 8. It was a very poor ex- 
hibition of the great national game, 
abounding in errors and defective eye- 
sight on the part of the umpire. Тһе 
official was very badly off in telling a 
ball from a strike, both teams suffering 
alike.

Bradley started the business in the first 
round, scoring twice on hits by Sullivan, 
Zirbes, and Lydle. Meeker hit the first 
ball pitched in the second into center, stole 
second, and completed the circuit on Den- 
ton’s wild throw. The next inning 
brought two more without the semblance 
of a hit. After.two were down in the 
fourth, Hammer reached first on Church’s 
error, followed by hits of Carter, Keith- 
ley, Sullivan, and Zirbes, piling up four 
more.

Then Milliken suddenly 
came to and batted out a victory, tieing 
the score in the ninth, and winning in the 
tenth. It was a hard game to loose, but 
the better team won. 

“Teddy” Fluegel furnished the fielding 
feature of the game in three perfect 
throws from left field, putting out men, 
two of which completed double plays. 
Schudel made two grand stand catches, 
after hard runs, which were tagged for 
hits. Milliken’s base running was of high 
order, almost every man on the team be- 
ing guilty of pilfering an extra sack. 

Three errors coupled with hits by Sul- 
livan and Lydle, gave the Maroons five 
scores in the first inning. In the third 
round, Zirbes took one of the Stock's 
benders in the ribs and scored on Lydle's 
long hit to center for three bases. Flue- 
gel hit to House, who threw Lydle out at 
home. Fluegel stole second and scored 
on Citron's hit. The seventh completed 
Bradley’s scoring. Sullivan took three 
bases on a long hit to left field and scored 
on Zirbes slow bounder to third. 

The visitors had men on bases in each 
of the first five innings, but sharp fielding 
prevented scoring.

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History of the Class of 1905

Six years ago on Sept. 25, 1899, the 
usual crowd of trembling freshmen 
trembled in the halls of Bradley, wonder- 
ing whether to pay their tuition to Mr. 
Lyman or to George MacClyment. I 
say usual with reference to the tremble 
part and with no such thought as to the 
freshmen themselves, indeed they were a 
very unusual "bunch," if you will permit 
the slang, for did they not turn out to be 
we, us, the Class of 1905. But even we 
at that time did not look vitally different 
to the casual observer from any other 
freshman, except that the girls were bet- 
ter looking than usual. In fact, they do 
say that sometimes even the seniors do 
not look, nor act, vitally different from 
their inferior schoolmates, but of course 
that 1s at some other school. 

Out of the twenty-one in the class now 
there were fifteen who matriculated at 
that time, and there were a great many 
more too, but as the bible has it, “Some 
seeds fell by the wayside.” In marked 
contrast to this we had one “seed” who, 
surpassing his fellow "seedlings" in en- 
ergy and wisdom, sprouted, passed us and 
graduated with the class of 1904. I speak 
of Francis Neef. He left to make room 
for John Armstrong, another energetic 
one, whose energy brought him up into 
his class. Giles Keithley who has had the 
good fortune to be able to spend one more 
year here than the rest of us, was here to 
greet us on that first September morning, 


and if he didn't realize then that he was to 
be one of us ere long, he was just as happy 
as if he had. 

Why dwell longer on those first few, 
painful hours, which can only be appreci- 
ated by a freshman. Of course we have 
all forgotten how scared we were at the 
first reception to new students, but it may 
serve to awaken memories to mention 
those days when we shivered around in 
the halls waiting to he herded by Dr. 
Wyckoff, or by some officious senior 
down past that awful looking (awful in 
the literal sense you understand) line of 
deans, council members, etc. It seems to 
me of little use to spend time on our first 
four years at Bradley. Of course we all 
grew up and learned to snub “freshies,” 
and to help assist at these above men- 
tioned receptions, and some of our bolder 
members even became quite friendly with 
the Faculty, something which we had 
lónged to do in our earlier years. The 
girls finally graduated into that exalted 
and much-longed-for time when they 
could take cooking; and the boys got into 
iron-shop where they could make so much 
noise that they grew tired of it. We all 
reached the Physics class and weathered 
through a year under the much dreaded 
Mr. Bishop. Then came the fourth year 
with chemistry for most of us, and we, 
too, learned to mix up those awful smells 
that had mystified us for so long. But 
enough of all this, we must pass it over, 
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and take up the class at the beginning of 
its fifth year, the time when a class at 
Bradley really becomes a class. 

We were re-enforced in numbers at 
the beginning that year. John Armstrong 
caught up at that time; the two Mabels 
came up from high school, and have done 
very well, considering the source; a great 
cloud of dust swooped down from Rock 
Island and when it settled, Isabel Osborne 
was here. It was then also, that Giles de- 
cided to end his monkey-business and 
graduate; Marilla Cooper wafted in from 
Elmwood and like the Mabels, far ex- 
ceeded our expectations.. Marilla looks 
like a shy little girl, but, did you see the 
'o5 play? Gus Lagergren “came over” 
and cast his lot amongst us, and, although 
he pleaded to be forgotten in this account. 
I couldn’t bear to leave him out. Several 
other names appear on our roll for 1904 
but they, for various reasons, were con- 
strained to leave us. 

On Wednesday afternoon, Oct. 17, we 
met in Room 16, a place historic as a site 
of many such meetings, and became a 
class. Miss Vera Hale, but recently blown 
down to us from Hyde Park high school, 
Chicago, was chosen as our president. 
Now, why this was done, is something of 
a puzzle, how we dared to risk so much is 
more than I can say. Whether it was be- 
cause she was Miss Spalding’s niece, or 
whether her merit was so evident from the 
start that we just had to choose her, I 
don’t know. The latter must have been the 
case, for we certainly have made no mis- 
take (vigorous applause). Ralph Lynch 
was lucky enough to receive the honorary 
job of vice-president, while Essie Heyle 
was chosen as secretary, with Frank Becht 
as “trusty.” As we find in THE TECH 
for October, 1903, “the class showed 
much enthusiasm in the election of its 
officers, and we are sure that they will do 
great things before the year is over.” 

Later we had a meeting to choose a 
class emblem, or better, we held innum- 
erable meetings to choose between various 
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class emblems. Finally we got one, which 
thanks to Frank Heyle was not a “breast 
plate" and in spite of the '06 class, is not 
a “dinner plate.” Our pin is, in fact, the 
handsomest pin a class has ever had at 
Bradley (applause). Let me quote from 
Tue Tecnu: “The pin is very pretty and 
attractive, being of a-much more artistic 
design that the senior pin.” We also 
chose our class colors, and here let me 
again quote that excellent organ THE 
Тксн, I find this squib in the December 
number: “The ’05’s have been holding 
meetings diligently, principally to decide 
the question of class colors and class pins. 
After several lengthy meetings, green and 
white were adopted as the class colors. 
The majority agreed that green was the 
proper color for the class, and the white 
was merely added for the minority—etc." 
Quite playful is it not? But you must not 
lose sight of the fact in absorbing these 
witty sayings from Tae Teca, that its 
editor at this time had a bad spot in his 
eye for Juniors, for he was unfortunate 
enough to belong to the class of 1904. 
That probably accounts for this funny bit : 
“205 beats ’o3 for imitation of the rag." 
That statement would have been far more 
surprising, let me add, if he had substi- 
tuted 'o4 for 'oa, or if he had been far- 
sighted enough to change that 'o3 to 'o6. 

Well the next thing in order, after we 
got our class organized with pins and col- 
ors chosen, was to start some trouble with 
our friends, the Seniors. The first good 
opportunity for disporting ourselves in a 
playful manner, came with the Athletic 
Benefit play. Here the wily Seniors at- 
tempted, just before the curtain was rung 
up, to decorate that article with their gor- 
geous red and white banner. There were, 
however, too many loyal Juniors behind 
the scenes, and after what was a more 
terrific struggle than was apparent from 
in front of the scenes, owing to the inter- 
ference of the stage hands, we, the Jun- 
iors, came off victorious, not only pre- 
venting the Seniors from disporting their 
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"rag," but succeeding in hanging a beau- 
tiful streamer of green and white on the 
curtain, so that it waved nobly over the 
head of the Senior leader of the orchestra, 
defying our enemies to remove it. Let 
"me say that there is a complete history of 
this interesting lot of class spirit which 
was indulged in last year, in TuE TECH, 
but as I said before the editor was “pre- 
jooced" and I feel that it is only right that 
we should have it told our way at least 
once. 

One evening these sly, old Seniors took 
it into their dignified heads to decorate the 
landscape with some gory paint which 1 
believe was to represent their class color. 
But as mamma wouldn't let them stay out 
too late they had to put it on before all 
the prowling Juniors had sought their 
downy couches. So it was a case of “he 
paints best who paints last," and the Sen- 
iors’ efforts at sign painting looked pretty 
green in the morning. 


And then came a time of joyous reun- 
ion, the Seniors entertained us with a 


party. Did you ever notice how, when 
two old enemies finally unite against some 
common foe, they can struggle with much 
mightier strength? Well, that was the 
case. The 'o6's were the common foe, 
and the male members of the two classes 
amused themselves between dances, with 
gallant and unfruitful chases around the 
neighboring fields; although no ’06’s were 
captured, the ice cream remained safe. 

Once more the Seniors tried to prove 
their "wiliness" by putting their pennant 
on the flag pole in the gray of the early 
morning, but again our sleepless scouts 
discovered the plot, and three gallant Jun- 
iors managed, even under the protesta- 
tions of Dr. Wyckoff at being aroused so 
early by such a “dickens of a racket," and 
the manly but ineffectual efforts of the 
Seniors, to get the pennant and hide it so 
that the Seniors never found it. 

We united with them once more at our 
party to them on June 3d. Our common 
foe was hardly noticeable this time, and a

little wetting down administered to Henry 
Colby and his cohorts, seemed to keep 
them quiet for the rest of the evening. 

The last experience which we had with 
the class of 1904, was on the evening of 
Convocation, when we decorated a wagon 
to escort our president to the depot. Just 
to tantalize our friends the enemy, we 
hustled out our red pennant, the spoils 
of the flag pole episode, and tying it to 
the wagon, we drove ferociously past the 
school flaunting it in their very faces. It 
had the desired effect, and reacted on the 
Seniors in much the same manner that 
any red rag reacts on a "gentleman cow." 
They pursued us valiantly, and after am- 
buscading us in the dark and fearsome 
“Uplands,” they demanded their red cloth. 
Lagergren was for arbitrating the matter, 
and "keeping cool,” but as for the more 
hot-headed of us, like the bloody Moloch, 
our "sentence was for open war." We 
tried that for a time and then by Gus.’ 
method we persuaded our honorable op- 
ponents that we didn’t have the pennant 
in the wagon (it wasn’t, someone had it 
under his coat); then we “kissed and 
made up” and all went down to the depot 
to say good-bye to “Prexy” Hale, the 
Juniors, meanwhile, kept a watchful eye 
on the pennant which was hidden in the 
wagon. 

Early in this school year we got to- 
gether again for the purpose of re-electing 
our officers. Just to show how well sat- 
ished we were with our first rash choice 
we unanimously re-instated Miss Hale 
and Mr. Lynch to their positions. In or- 
der to distribute the burdens, however, the 
offices of secretary and treasurer were 
changed.  Marilla Cooper captured the 
former, while John Armstrong ousted 
Frank Becht. 

About this same time the stork pre- 
sented Bradley with a new class. We 
were a little doubtful whether the infant 
would live at first, but under the tender 
care of Henry Colby it pulled itself to- 
gether and had an election. Mr. Byron 
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Fast was chosen president, probably in 
order to have a gentleman in the executive 
position, since it has been two or three 
years since there has been a gentlemanly 
class president at Bradley. I will not stop 
to enumerate the other officers since this 
is no history of the ’06 class, but don't 
lose sight of the fact that Henry Colby 
was elected secretary. 

'The next thing that happened was, as 
Tue TECH expresses it, a “stormy meet- 
ing" of the '05 class in which they chose 
the people to take part in the class day 
exercises. It must have been a stormy 
meeting, for I think my fellow sufferers 
on the program will agree with me that 
it rained on us. It was about this time 
that the 'o6's got their "breast plates" and 
they were pretty good considering, but of 
course nothing to compare, etc., etc. 

And then just to show people what we 
could do we gave a play, something that 
no class had done before us. I didn't see 


it myself so I am not able to say much 
about it, but I guess everybody got their 


money's worth. Nice dance afterward, 


too. 

Since we had invited the Juniors to our 
play it was "up to them," and, as slang 
has it, “they were there with the goods." 
They gave a masquerade which was en- 
joyed by everybody, especially on account 
of its originality. 

Then Frank Heyle had an idea. He 
thought it would be nice to have a track 
meet in which the two classes, both male 
and female, would compete. Of course 
we beat the children, but that ought not 
to discourage them, for they really had a 
“promising bunch of athletes,” as the 
sporting column says. Our girls made a 
splendid showing here, illustrating that 
we have not only the brain, but the brawn 
in our noble class. 

Then we got polite again, and gave a 
party to the Juniors, just so they wouldn't 
feel “sore” over the track meet. Of course 
the party was a grand success, the one big 
disappointment being the absence of 
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Henry Colby, who preferred following in 
the footsteps of Isaac Walton to attend 
ing the fete. 

Now this is all the history that has hap- 
pened up to the time that this had to go to 
press and if anything happens between · 
that time and this, as I most certainly be- 
lieve it will, you will have heard it if you 
attended the class day exercises today.
